Free Flu Vaccine 
rickets on 
Clinic Set Tuesday 
Sale Here 


A free clinic for ad­ 
ministering the flu vaccine 
will be held Tuesday, Nov. 23, 
at 
the 
Hamlin 
Jaycee 
Community Building for 
persons 18 years of age and 
older. 
The clinic will be operated 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and a 
doctor and a representative 
from 
the 
state 
health 
department will be in at­ 
tendance. 
The vaccine will not be 
administered to those under 
18 years of age, people with 
known allergy to eggs, people 
with fever or people who have 
received another type of 
vaccine in the past 14 days. 
The special swine flu 


vaccine was prepared and 
tested after an outbreak of 
several hundred cases at Ft. 
Dix, N. J., early in 1976. The 
swine flu had not caused 
outbreaks among people 
since the 1920’s. A vast 
majority of Americans being 
susceptible to swine flu, it 
was believed that there could 
be an epidemic this winter 
and steps have been taken to 
protect people with the 
vaccine. 


According to the U. S. 
Public 
Health 
Service, 
certain people, such as those 
with 
chronic 
medical 
problems and the elderly, 
need protection against flu.

Last week we mentioned at the 
end of the column that we had 
attended a Texas Press Association 
meeting in Austin with most of the 
top state officials on the program. 
One thing that was readily ap­ 
parent was that all of the top state 
officials have gotten the message 
about increased school property 
taxes. If nothing else comes out of 
the next session of the State 
Legislature you can just about bet 
that there will be relief for local 
districts through increased state 
aid. Just how much relief there will 
be will not be determined until the 
final bill passes the Legislature and 
is signed by the governor. But all of 
those on the program spoke to this 
problem. 
The state highway system it 
appears will also get some help 
from this next session. Whether or 
not it will be enough to keep us in 
the type of highway system that we 
have grown to expect is doubtful. 
But at least the highway system 
should fair better than it has for the 
past two years. 
Governor Dolph Briscoe ranked 
the fight against crime as being the 
third priority for the next session. 
More money may solve the first 
two problems but the answers to 
this problem may not be as simple.

The Hamlin City Council, 
meeting in regular session 
here 
Monday 
evening, 
reluctantly agreed to grant a 
rate increase to Lone Star 
Gas Company. Bryon Swank, 
local manager for the utility 
company appeared before the 
council seeking the rate in­ 
crease. 


According to Lone Star Gas 
Company’s figures, the rate 
increase will raise the aver­ 
age residential customer’s 
bill about 93 cents per month. 
The increase will raise the 
company’s revenue from its 
operations in Hamlin by 
$24,312.00 and would give the 
company an eight percent 


return on what it claims is 
their investment in Hamlin. 
Members of the council 
questioned whether they had 
any choice in granting the 
increase and was told that the 
increase was within the 
guidelines set up by the Texas 
Railroad Commission. 
It was pointed out during 
the meeting that the council 
could oppose the rate in­ 
crease but that it was likely 
that the rate hike would be 
approved by the Texas 
Railroad Commission and the 
cost of the legal actions in­ 
volved would have to be 
borne by the local taxpayers 
and utility customers.

current rate and the new rate 
schedule. This chart showed 
a decrease in the rates for the 
use of from two to five 
thousand cubic feet of gas 
and an increase for all over 
that amount. The average 
residential monthly con­ 
sumption in 1975 was 7.25 
MCF 
and 
the 
average 
commercial monthly con­ 
sumption in 1975 was 13.1 
MCF. 
Under the new rate the first 
2,000 cubic feet of gas would 
drop from $5.52 to $5.08, 3 
MCF would drop from $7.49 to 
$7.16,4 MCF would drop from 
$9.47 to $9.24, 5 MCF would 
drop from $11.45 to $11.32, 
6 MCF would increase from 
$13.18 to $13.40, 7 MCF would 
increase from $14.91 to $15.48, 
8 MCF would increase from 
$16.63 to $17.56. 
The percentage of increase 
shows a steady climb from 5.6 
percent at 8 MCF to 8.1 
percent for IO MCF and goes 
on up to 21.6 percent for IOO 
MCF 
Swank told the council that 
his company’s current rate of 
return on its fair value of its 
investment last year was 4.1 
percent. 
He also told the council that 
although it had granted a new 
city gate rate as authorized 
by the Texas Railroad Com­ 
mission in 1975, this was the 
first general rate increase 
sought by his company since 
1969. 
In other action the council 
voted to join the Texas 
Municiapal League’s Work­ 
men’s Compensation Joint 
Insurance Fund which is 
projected to lower the city’s 
workman’s comp insurance 
about 25 per cent from its 
current rate.

The Texas Legislature will have 
an unusual problem on its hands 
when it opens shop in January. 
Texas may be the only state in the 
nation that will have more money 
to spend during the next two years 
than it had during the current two 
years and this without any new 
taxes. 
But as House Speaker Bill 
Clayton pointed out, this could 
present quite a challenge. * He 
pointed out that it is much easier to 
cut spending requests when you 
simply do not have any money but 
it is a whole lot harder when 
everyone is talking about a surplus. 
This surplus that people keep 
talking about that the state is ex­ 
pected to have during the next two 
years has a lot of people worried. 
The extra money will be coming 
from the growth factor of the state 
in the form of increased sales taxes 
and from oil and gas taxes. 
Most of these people are opposed 
to pushing the state’s spending 
level up this three billion dollars 
because they foresee the day when 
it will take additional taxes to keep 
it at that level. Some want to cut 
taxes now and others want to put 
aside some for that rainy day that 
could be just around the corner. 
And then of course there are those 
who want to spend it all now and 
worry about the future at a later 
date. 
After listening to Gov. Briscoe, 
Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby, Att. Gen. John 
Hill, and House Speaker Bill 
Clayton (we could not stay to hear 
Comptroller Bob Bullock) we must 
say that Clayton is probably the 
best speaker of the bunch. Briscoe, 
who got in a lot of practice here 
lately in his campaigning for 
Jimmy Carter, sounded better than 
we had ever heard him. 
While we have not been one of 
Briscoe’s best fans since he 
became governor, we have to give 
him credit for acting more like a 
governor this year than he has at 
any time since his election. 
Up until this year he has had 
more of a negative attitude and has 
not shown much leadership. But 
this year he apparently has gotten 
the message from the public and 
has 
come 
up 
with 
his 
own 
programs to help the highway 
system and to solve the school 
finance problem. 
Since he said about three times 
during his noon talk in Austin that 
he liked being governor there does 
not appear to be much question but 
what he will seek re-election. 
Although he has always opposed 
the four-year terms he did also 
admit that he likes his.

Quarters to Win 7-A Title 


It just took the Pipers two 
quarters to run up a 30-6 score 
over the Rotan Yellow- 
hammers and capture the 
District 7-A championship 
Friday night. The game, 
played in a blinding snow 
storm, was called at the half 
with about two inches of snow 
on the playing field. The 
Piper win coupled with 
Haskell’s 22-0 victory over 
Crowell gave Hamlin the 
district title. 
Delbert Thompson had a 
field day running against the 
winless Yellowhammers as 
he ripped off 264 yards in only 
ll trips for three touchdowns.
